The girl, who was not seriously hurt, 


la a stranger to Scott. 
At the po- 


lice station Scott confessed that fhe 
made a similar assault upon Mary 
Burton about five 'weeks ago. 


Young Scott is 22 years old and a 


son of Walter Scott, secretary of a 
mining machinery company and a pro- j 
mlnent Mason. He is a student in the; 
Latter Day Saints University and has 
always been nervous and subject to 
hysterical attacks. 


By his own statement he is of a 


homicidal maniac. "The impulse 
to 


do wrong comes over me at time and 
I cannot resist it," is his statement to 
the police.

COST OF WAR 


I] F it is tine, as some philosophers will maintain, that 
|j 
people will usually get what they prepare for, then 


we are pretty definitely slated for war, for we are un- 
doubtedly preparing for it. Japan has spont more than a 
decade of yeais preparing for it and now has it at the 
pretty flguies of 1,000,000 yen per day, to say nothing 
of the pensions and possible indemnities that will have to 
be met by the generations that follow. 
Think of these 


tiny over-cultivated islands having- to support 600,000 
soldiers now an the field, eating rations, using- expensive 
firearms and explosives,' fired at another people which also 
prepared for war — and got It. It takes the rice produced 
on many thousands of small Japanese farms to feed that 
immense army. It takes the labor of untold thousands to 
earn enoug'h to pay for those great battleships and to 
equip them with fuel and ammunition. War has grown 


l>>sto be a very expensive luxury, one that is not good for 


'fh.ose v» ho partake thereof. 


£>HT own "big stiick" is growing at a fearful rate. For 


instance, &ix great fighting vessels lhave just been com- 
missioner! or are about to be. They cos* something Uke 
$6,000,000 apiece, or a total of about $36,000,000 as a first 
cost, to say nothing- of the cost of operating expenses, pay 
for officers and men, cost ior lepairs, etc. At the pres- 
ent price of corn, it ta.lces about 90,000,000 bushel of that 
staple to pay for the first cost of these ships alone!

The ceremony .o£ unveiling occurred 


on the esiplanade of the Army "War 
Collge in the Washington 
Barracks

Surrounding the statue 


were great stands to 'acco-modate the 
many officials and guests invited to 
take part in the exercises. On every 
hand the colors of the United , States 
and Germany were blended. 
"Within 


the ampitheater formed by the stands 
were gathered the representatives of 
every branch of the government, 'in- 
cluding the President of .the United 
States and members of the cabinet, the 
Chief Justice and Associate Justices 
of the United States'Supreme iCourt,1 


the chief of staff of the army, the Ad^ 
mlral of the nevy, Senators and :,Rep- 
resentatives1. 
Not less notable was 


the representation .of Germany, desig- 
nated by Emperor William. - The spe- 
cial 
commisioners 
'representing hi, 


Imperial Majesty were Lieutenant Gen- 
eral von Lowenfeld 'and Major Von 
Schrnettan, both of whom .are descend- 
ed from officers of Frederick the Great. 
With them -were the German Ambassa- 
dor, B'ar.on Speck von Sternburg,: and 
the entire staff of the German Embassy, 
all in brilliant 
diplomatic 
uniform, 


while the diplomatic corps was repre- 
sented by the British, Russian, Italian, 
and Mexican ambassadors and the min- 
isters from many foreign countries. 


A troop of cavalry escorted Pres-
